In a luncheon address, per- 
mitted to be published only today, 
Britain’s leader sounded his most 
optimistic note since Dunkirk and 
struck strongly at any lingering 
Nazi hopes of winning a com- 
promise peace by putting up stub- 
born resistance to the invasion.

“It is a great moment in the 
history ef the world,” Churchill 
said, “and it may be that events 
will occur in the next few months 
which will show us whether we 
are soon to be relieved of the 
curse which has been laid upon 
us by the Germans. 


“Whether it be ths year or next, 
the British and American peoples 
will never falter or withdraw 
their hands from the task which 
they have undertaken. Together 
with our: Allies we will go on to 
the end, and the end will be the 
most terrible for our foes the 
longer. their struggle continues 
and the longer this war is pro- 
tracted.” 

The prime minister said that,

Business and industry must plan 
now to take care of the postwar 
unemployment problem them- 
selves, or America will find itself 
confronted with the necessity of 
another siege of government-spon- 
sored “lez f raking,” similar to that 
of the depression era.

Employment will be the 
greatest peacetime problem, when 
fighting men return home and war 
plants close.”

Is Deplored 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—(P) 
Senator Vanderberg, Republican, 
Michigan, expressed hope today 
the United States still might bring 
about an llth hour armitice be- 
tween Finland and Russia, while 
Representative Coffee, Democrat, 
Washington, proposed that this 
country break its ties with Spain 
and help overthrow the Franco re- 
gime. 

The “human aspirations” voiced 
in the Atlantic Charter, Vanden- 
berg told the senate, would be vin- 
dicated if the United States used 
its “great voice and power” to ob- 
tain an armistice and then later 
tried to see to it that Finland gets 
a chance to carry on in the post- 
war world. 

Coffee, proposed a severance of 
diplomatic relations with Spain, 
accused the Franco government of 
sending troops and materials to 
the German war machine and the 
Spanish Falange of fighting 
against the good neighbor policy 
in South America. 

Vanderberg brought up the sub- 
fect of the Finnish-Russian armi- 
stice in expressing regret that the 
government had found it neces- 
sary to order Finnish Minister 
Hjalmar Procope to leave the 
country. 

While emphasizing that he was 
standing by the government ac- 
tion on such a matter in time of 
war, he defended Procope as one 
who had “never harbored so much 
as one vagrant thought that was 
consciously hostile to our own 
United States.” 

Secretary of State Hull declined 
to shed any light on the “inimi- 
cal” actions which the State De- 
partment said prompted the gov- 
ernment to hand Procope and 
three attaches their passports. 

Procope and his aides are under 
guard at their homes. While there 
is a possibility that their depar- 
ture may be delayed because Ma- 
dame Procope is expecting a baby 
within a few weeks, Procope may 
return and let his family make 
the trip later.

| I’ve done.” 

Nelson described Detroit as the 
'most critical labor shortage area 
'and told the committee he would 
‘submit a list of places and indus- 
tries where the 20,000 workers are 
| needed now. 

Explaining that the manpower 
| problem is more difficult to han- 
idle than the materials supply, he 
said it was necessary to depend 
'upon transfers of workers from 
one region to another to meet de- 
| mands. 
| Nelson’s list of articles needed 
'most by civilians ranged from fun- 
nels to-electric refrigerators. Farm 
‘radio batteries, he said, have been 
placed in an urgent category and 
steps are being taken to increase 
their production. 

Looking forward to a resump- 
tion of full-scale civilian produc- 
tion, Nelson said he thought it 
was necessary to give manufac-

Now, the Story of 
Casablanca and Quebec 


Somewhat lost in the tremendous news from 
Normandy are some of the revelations we most 
wanted to know before the invasion began. 


What really happened at Casablanca? At Bic 
Quebec? Was there dissension? were ~~ just window + ieeeiidiien 
and therefore meaningless? 


I came from England on the same ship with Winston Churchill 
when he came to the conference at Quebec, Canada, last summer. 


For that reason I followed that conference with more than the 
usual attention. I possessed some information as to what was 
planned there. When the conference was ended there was no 
announcement regarding that information. 


I recall that particular conference received a poor press. The 
most widely read columnists denounced it as flat and as a failure. 
The better-known radio commentators ridiculed it and said it was 
meaningless and impotent, unable to accomplish anything because 
Stalin was not present. 


I now have at hand official feleases. 


It was at that dull, impotent, meaningless Quebec conference 
that the entire plan of invasion, minus a few minor revisions made 
weston 4 General Dwight Eisenhower and staff, was presented and 
adop 


It was at this same conference that agreement was reached on 
the appointment of a supréme commander, a vital and important 
step, was taken. Setting of the day and hour was left to Eisenhower. 


Stalin was in complete agreement and had been all along. He 
was not miffed or sulking. 


It was an enormously successful conference, perhaps the most 
successful of the war. Certainly it was productive of two invasions 
successfully launched—the first such in the history of modern 
warfare—Sicily and France, 


AND CASABLANCA Revive your memory of the Casablanca 

conference. It will immediately be 
recalled that at this conference the chief task was believed to be 
a job of reconciling the French political problem. 


Seventy-five per cent of the comment treated it more or less 
critically. There was almost unanimous agreement that it did not 
live up to advance expectations. (It was originally known some- 
thing important was in the air and 24 hours ahead of the an- 
nouncement the press and radio were notified an important story 
would be released.) 


We now know it was at Casablanca that the general staffs of 
the United States and England reached agreement to knock Italy 
out of the war before invading France. 


There was excellent, and inevitable, reasoning behind this 
decision. 


It was felt that as long as the Mediterranean remained in enemy 
control there could be no successful invasion of France. Secondly, 
there was not then in production or on hand sufficient landing craft 
to carry out an invasion of France if the Mediterranean had been 
cleared. Thirdly, the landing craft had to cross the Atlantic under 
their own power and the Atlantic was still too great a submarine 
menace for that operation. 


So, there really was-no other step to be taken. It was dictated 


by military judgment and necessity. 


PLANNING There followed, with close co-operation between 

the two staffs, always advising with Russia, the 

making of an overall plan for the Mediterranean and for Europe. 
It was a gigantic task. 


As Premier Stalin said in his announcement to the Russian 
people, the invasion was something that had balked the best effort 
of Napoleon and one which a “hysterical” Hitler could not plan 
or produce, 

The troops must arrive in bunched groups, since they are in 
ships. They must proceed without adequate artillery preparation. 

We did have shellfire from ships in the channel but we did not 
have adequate artillery preparation, as the casualties and the un- 
damaged beach defenses encountered at some of the landings so 
cruelly testified. 

The tactical problem becomes more complex as the size of the 
movement increases. We are landing at least a million men, per- 
haps more. It is simply beyond imagination. The deadly toil in 
moving tanks, cranes, trucks, guns and ammunition, not to mention 
thousands and thousands of smaller items, required planning which 
dwarfs into relative insignificance anything previously done. 

It was a superb plan. Its secret was magnificently kept. 
beginning to. unfold. 

Casablanca, Quebec and Teheran take on new meaning and 
attain new respect.

W.T. Has Gone Over; 


His Spirit Remains 


The news came in early Monday morning. 
W. T. Forbes had been found dead in his bed 
at his home in Athens. It was a personal blow. 
oe : “W. T.” was one of my closest friends and a 
man for whom I had a respect and affection impossible to properly 
define. 

The news of his passing, though, must be, similarly, a personal 
blow to many thousands of Georgians. For there have been few 
men who have left their personal impress upgn the lives of the 
youth of the last half century as has “W. T.” 

He was one of the earliest pioneers in the conduct of summer 
camps for boys—and for girls—in the mountains of north Georgia. 
He has told me, many times, of his experiences in the early days. 
I have seen for myself the glorious development of that pioneering 
that now exists. 

It was some 40 years ago that “W. T.,” then secretary of the 
Athens Y. M. C. A., realized the importance of self-iependent, free 
life in the mountain for boys. He led the first little group when 
they had no established camp, when they traveled by wagon and 
afoot and found a suitable place to pitch their tents beside a 
mountain stream. 

Later, the Athens “Y” Camp for Boys, several miles north of 
Tallulah Falls, was established. It is located in one of the most 
beautiful valleys in the mountains. There is a lake for boating, for 
swimming and for fishing. There is a wooded hillside dotted with 
the cabins where the campers live. There are recreation halls and 
the shops were handcrafts are:taughts and the shack of the teacher 
of nature lore. 

There is the mess hall and kitchen and the guest cabins and 
hospital. There are many other adjuncts of the ideal summer camp. 

Then, about three-fourths of a mile away through the woods, 
there is another Forbes realization, Camp Chattooga for Girls. This, 
too lies in its own valley with its own lake. It is, perhaps, more 
jewel-like in beauty, not quite so rugged, as the boys’ camp. As 
it should be.

And, if the reluctant 
few refuse to follow democratic 
procedures, then, under appropri- 
ate legislation, such matters must 
be regulated.”

Note first, please, that Mr. Will- 
kie hasn’t the gumption to say 
this for himself. Instead all labor 
leaders must recognize what some 
leaders are saying and so forth.

Anyway, 
none of this activity, including the 
charity, is a proper function of an 
organization chartered by Ameri- 
can public opinion for the sole 
purpose of bargaining with Amer- 
ican employers on behalf of Amer- 
ican workers. 


The Remedy 


Dubinsky accounts for the vaca- 
tion funds contributed by the em- 
ployers under union compulsion. 
But that doesn’t mean that each 
member received the full amount 
paid in to his individual credit. 
And the tedious repetition to the 
word “democratic” ignores the 
fact that Dubinsky’s union arro- 
gantly commands its members, re- 
gardless of their personal politics, 
to turn out for political rallies for 
radical candidates under penalty 
of a cash fine for failure. 

I think Mr. Willkie knows all 
this and so I say he is trimming

WASHINGTON.— remaining doubt nae 
the fitness of General Gaulle to serve 
Allied cause in a position of trust should be a 
arate: pelled by the latest shocking revelation of his 
refusal to co-operate in the invasion of France. 

De Gaulle’s action closely borders on treason. He well could 
be shot for what he is accused of doing. 

Prior to the.invasion, as the story is told in official circles here, 
General Eisenhower obtained the consent of the 
French general’s representatives in London for the use of several 
hundred specially trained French officers in connection with the 
second-front operations. 

The French officers, naturally deeply interested in the liberation 
of their country, were anxious to go along with the first wave of 
invading British, Americans and Canadians. Their services were 
greatly needed in establishing an efficient working relationship 
between our forces and the residents of Normandy. 

At the last minute, on the very eve of the uveadiom, De Gaulle 
cancelled out the orders for all but a handful of the French officers. 
They were not allowed to go. 

Now, the treasonable part of his action lies in the fact that 
General Eisenhower, as supreme commander of Allied forces, had 
counted .on the use of the French officers. While he had issued 
no specific order for their participation, he had counted on them 
going along. He had relied on the assurance given him by De Gaulle’s 
representatives. 


MIGHT HAVE BEEN DISASTROUS It is Poses ae to sup 
officers, because of their greater familiarity with hy Me in Nor- 
mandy, might have played a decisive role in our invasion opera- 

tions. Therefore, to be denied their services at the last mtn rg 
when we had counted on it, might have proved disastrous. 

The only reason that has been assigned to De Gaulle’s action is 
pique over the refusal of the United States and Britain to recog- 
nize him and his committee on the liberation of France as the 
provisional government of France. ‘ He is thought to have resorted 
to tactics of this kind to force us into giving him the recognition 
he demands. 

If anything, it should result in his elimination from all further 
connection with French forces and the Allied cause. 

President Roosevelt is credited with being the spearhead of the 
opposition to setting De Gaulle up as head of a provisional French 
government. Having witnessed first-hand some of the general's 
prima denna characteristics at the Casablanca meeting, Mr. Roose- 
velt will have none of him, although he has extended an invita 
tion for him to come to Washington some time later on in the 
summer. 

On top of all the other crazy things De Gaulle has done in the 
past, his latest performance should be enough to cook his goose 
entirely. 

He betrayed his agreement with General Giraud and the Allies, 
under which Giraud was to remain in command of French forces 
armed by the Allies. 

While in Syria he continually stirred up trouble between the 
natives and the British, who were responsible for putting him there. 

He has been a continual source of embarrassment to General 
Eisenhower, both in his present command and while he was leading 
Allied operations in the Mediterranean theater.

The British, of course, picked De Gaulle up after the fall of 
France in an effort to carry on some semblance of continued French 
resistance. He was one of the few top-ranking French officers avail- 
able for the purpose, and naturally they blew him up out of all 
proportion to his real value. Evidently it went to De Gaulle’s 
wate because now he conceives himself to be the real head of 

rance. 

Developments since then, such as the invasion incident. hove 
sho that he has turned out to be a first-class lemon. sooner 
wefget rid of him the better off the Allied cause will be.

Dead and wounded men were 
lying so thick you could hardly 
take a step: One ofifcer was kill- 
ed only two feet away from me.’ 

Whiteheali was still asleep when 
I went to h*s foxhole. I said, “Get 
up, you lazy so-and-so.” He start- 
ed grinning? without even opening 
his eyes, bttt he knew who it was. 

It was Kard for him to wake 
up. He had been unable to sleep, 
from sheer exhaustion, and had 
taken a sle®ping tablet. 

Don had :managed to steal one 
blanket on the beach and had that 
wrapped atound him. He had tak- 
en off his *hoes for the first ‘time 
in two days. His feet were so 
sore from -walking in wet shoes 
and socks ‘he had to give them 
some air. 

Finally he began to get himself 
up. “I don't know why I’m alive 
at all,” he said. “It was really 
awful, -Fot hours there on the 
beach shelis were so close they 
were throwng mud and rocks all 
Over you. ft was so bad that after 
@ while you didn’t care whether 
you got hit‘or not.” 

Don fished in a cardboard ra- 
tion box for some cigarets.. He 
pulled out an envelope and threw 
it into the bushes. “They ain’t 
worth a damn,” he said. The en- 
velope contained his antiseasick- 
ness tablets. 

“I was sitker than hell while we 
were circliiig around in our land- 
ing craft waiting to come ashore,” 
he said, “Everybody was. sick. 
Soldiers were lying on the floor 
of the LCYVP sick as dogs.” 

Tex O’R#illy rode around in a 
boat for six hours waiting t» get 
ashore. Everybody was wet and 
cold and seasick and scared. War 
is so romatitic—if you’re far away 
from it. 

TRONICAL 

Whitehead had probably been in 
more amphibious landings than 
any other correspondent over 
here. I know of six he has made, 
four of th¢ém murderously tough. 
And he said: 

“I think I have gone on one too 
many of these things. Not be- 
cause of What might happen to 
me personally, but I’ve lost my 
perspective. It’s like dreaming 
the same rightmare over and over 
again, and when you try to write 
you fee] that you have written it 
all before. You can’t think of any 
new or diiferent words to say it 
with.” I know only too well what

It is an ‘ironic thing about cor- 
respondents who go in on the first 
few days Of an invasion Story. 
They are the only correspondents 
capable of telling the full and in- 
timate drama and horror of the 
thing. And yet they are the ones 
who can’t get their copy out to 
the world. By the time they do 
get it out, events have swirled on 
and the world don’t care any 
more. | 

There that morning in their fox- 
holes on the slope of the hill those 
corresponcents were mainly wor- 
ried about the communications 
situation.

DIVISIONS 

There have been sharp divisons 
within the party concerning the 
extent to which it is desirable for 
the United States to maintain and 
develop relations with other na- 
tions. But surely the long debate, 
the events through which we lived 
before the war, and the war itself, 
have made plain that American 
policy cannot be separated into 
two unrelated compartments, one 
labelled foreign policy and one do- 
mestic policy. The two areas of 


pens in either immediately affects 
the other. ‘ 

We are not living in several 
worlds. Our small American farms, 
our huge American factories, have 
close bonds with what is produced 
in the Andes and the hills of 
Szechuan, with the complex trade 
mechanism of London, with the 
cargoes that sail from Bombay 
and Oslo and Melbourne. What- 
ever we do at home constitutes 
foreign policy. And whatever we 
do abroad constitutes domestic 
policy. This is the great, new po- 
litical fact. 

Furthermore, we have learned 
conclusively that in the modern 
world the United States cannot 
survive militarily, economically or 
politically without close and con- 
tinuing cooperation with the other 
nations of the world, 

WORLD COUNCIL 

In stating its foreign policy 
platform the Republican party 
should reflect this twentieth cen- 
tury knowledge.

United States Must Have a Change in Foreign Policy 


being made in the world. So far 
these decisions are being made— 
or, in some cases, sidestepped and 
postponed—by Great Britain, Rus- 
sia and the United States, with 
China brought in as a “courtesy 
member” of the group where Asia 
is concerned. 

Naturally the task of safeguard- 
ing the world from aggression 
will have to rest mainly on the 
shoulders of the great powers, 
since they alone possess the neces- 
sary military force. But the peo- 
ples of the smal! nations, and oth- 
ers not so small, whose political 
status and economic welfare are 
deeply involved in the decisions to 
be made, will not and should not 
permit three or four great powers 
to continue to dictate their des- 
tiny. They must have a voice not 
only when decisions are made af- 
fecting their own fate, but in shap- 
ing the world in which they will 
live. 

This is right; it is what will 
prove necessary in practice; and 
in the long run it will be advan- 
tageous to the national interest of 
a people with ideals like ours. 
SOVEREIGNTY 
2. The platform should be clear 
and ambiguous in its attitude to- 
ward sovereignty. It should not 
adopt narrow nationalistic inter- 
pretations of the term; nor should 
it substitute quibbling words like 
“integrity.” It should emphasize 
that our sovereignty is not some- 
thing to be hoarded, but something 
to be used. The United States 
should use its sovereignty in Cco- 
operation with other powers to 
create an effective international 
organization for the good of all. 


History should have taught us that. 


we gain more by cooperating to 
protect the general interest than 
by working alone for some imag: 
ined separate interest. 


3. It should declare for a revi-| 
sion of the country’s tariff policy. | 
The United States by reciprocity 
arrangements should lower tariffs | 


and break down trade barriers. 
This should be done in consulta- 
tion with other nations. For no 
longer can tariffs be arbitrarily 
determined by one nation without 
damaging the interest of others 
and provoking reactions that dam- 
age its own interests. 
STABILIZATION 

4. The Republican platform 
must recognize the fact that world 
currency stabilization is indispen- 
sable to the revival of world trade. 
At the same time it should recog- 
nize realistically that the require- 
ments of the period of transition 
from war to peace and of the long 
years that will follow are quite 
different. The chief need of the 
transition period will be relief, re- 
habilitation and the liquidation of 
foreign owned balances—in other 
words, the problem is how to carry 
lend-lease to its logical conclucion. 
The long-term problem is_ the 
maintenance of as even balances 
as possible. The procedure for the 
first problem is relatively simple, 
and in any case lies largely in the 
control of the United States. For 
the second it is intricate. In its 
essence it must be based upon a 
relationship between the American 
dollar and the British pound, 
though cooperation of the nations 
of the world will be required. 
CLEARER 

5. Finally, the Republican plat- 
form should state the conviction 
that, Mr. Churchill to the contrary, 
the ideologies for which we fight 
have not become blurred for us 
in the course of the fighting but 
have become clearer every day; 
and. that, Mr. Roosevelt to the con- 
trary, in becoming wiser we have 
not become more cynical. We 
know that the sacrifice of our men 
and women in this war has not 
been made simply in order to de- 
fend ourselves against brute force. 

We are fighting a war for free- 
dom; we are fighting a war for 
men’s minds. This means that we 
must encourage men’s just aspira- 
tions for freedom not only at home 
but everywhere in the world, 

Today all Americans watch with 
anxious hearts, and with pride 
and gratitude, the accomplish- 
ments of our armed forces in the 
far Pacific, in Italy, in Russia, 
and now on the_ shores of 
France. But while they are win- 
ning the armed victory for us, we 
have already begun to lose the 
things that victory could bring. 
Three years ago, two years ago, 
the United States had the mate- 
rial, the political, the moral lead- 
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ership of the world. Today we 
have only the materia! leadership. | 
We have lost political leadership 
through ineptness and delay. We 
have lost moral leadership through 
attempted expediency.

1-4 cup cold water 

1 cup hot water 

1-4 cup sugar 

1 envelope plain unflavored 

gelatin 

1-2 cup orange juice 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

1-8 teaspoon salt 
Soften gelatin in cold water. 
Add sugar, salt and hot water and 
stir until dissolved. Add lemon 
and orange juice and cool. When 
mixture begins to thicken fold in 
desired fruit combination. Pour 
into a mold that has been rinsed 
with cold water and chill until 
firm.

Bill Would Liberalize 


Insurance for GI's 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—(/) 
Less than a week after passage 
by congress of the GI Bill of 
Rights, Senator Murray, Demo- 
crat, Montana, introduced today a 
bill to liberalize its unemploy- 
ment insurance allowances for 
jobless veterans. 


The GI bill, now awaiting Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s signature, allows 
unemployment insurance at the 
rate of $20 a week for a maximum 
of 52 weeks in the first two years 
after discharge. The Murray bill 
would allow an additional $5 a 
week for each dependent of an 
unemployed serviceman, up to a 
maximum of $35 weekly. 

Senator Murray’s amendment 
also would eliminate the require- 
ment of the GI bill that a service- 
man must have been in the armed 
forces at least 10 months to be 
eligible for the full 52 weeks of 
insurance. He said the veterans’ 
economic lives would be dislo- 
cated no matter how long they 
were in uniform.

NEW YORK, June 19.—(#)—Th 


ere’s nothing like making up your 


own rules as you go along if it suits your purpose. and that's what 
the college football leagues seem to be doing, due to the inertia of 


the national rules committee. 

If the war should continue very 
long and the rules committee con- 
tinue its policy of hibernation we) 
can expect more versions of the. 
game than there are of a rumor, 
and the complications that may 
result when exponents of one set 
of rules meet a team with another 
brand are intriguing, to say the 
least. 

The Pacific Coast Concerence is 
the latest group to decide to oper- 
ate under its own home-made sys 
tem. The coast teams will for- 
ward pass from anywhere behind 
he line of scrimmage, something 
the pros have been doing for years 
very successfully, both from the 
standpoint of color and efficiency. 


NO HARM IN CHANGE 
Personally, we like that change, 
and see no harm in it despite the 
idea of some critics that it will in- 
crease the risk of injury to the 
passer. Ge--~e Strickler, who 
tells the world about the National 
Pro League, says: 
reconcile that

with facts? The high schools, 
who certainly aren’t out trying to 
get young men maimed, have been 
using it for some time.

ROME, June 19.—(4)—French colonial troops completed the con- 
quest of historic Elba island today and captured 1,800 prisoners w 


on the Italian mainland Eighth 


while 
Army forces pushed forward to 


positions less than three miles from Perugia, the major communica- 
tions center between Rome and Florence. 


Capture of the island was dis- 
closed in an Allied African head- 
quarters comunique released at 
Algiers which said that the French, 
despite stubborn enemy resistance, 
drove the Germans from position 
after position during the past 24 
hours and wiped out all resistance 
with capture of Porto Longone. 

“The vigorous and rapid ad- 
vance of the French troops pre- 
vented the evacuation of all but a 
small portion of the enemy garri- 
son,” the bulletin said. 

The majority of the 1,800 troops 
taken were Germans, it was an- 
nounced. Also taken was a large 
quantity of materiel. 
MARSHALL VISITS ROME 

It was disclosed that General 
Marshall, U. S. chief of staff, and 
General Arnold, chief of the Amer- 
ican air forces, had visited Rome 
and the Italian front and had con- 
ferred with Allied commanders in 
this theater. 

American Fifth Army troops 
driving up the Italian west coast 
ran into some of the stiffest oppo- 
sition since the capture of Rome 
as they thrust onto high ground 
north of Grosseto. The Germans 
threw reserves of artillery into an 
effort to check the Yank advance 
and fought tenaciously for each 
natural defense position. 

Lieutenant General Clark’s 
troops continued to make prog- 
ress, however, a headquarters com- 
munique said, driving the enemy 
from several strong points, cap- 
turing Campagnatico and sending 
advance units 10 miles north of 
Grosseto. French forces in the 
Same genera] area seized Roccal- 
begma and approached Radicof- 
ani. 

The enemy, though still falling 
back steadily toward the Pisarim- 
ini, or “Gothic” line, north of Flor- 
ence, was putting up noticeably 
stiffer rearguard resistance all the 
way across the peninsula. The 
Nazi garrison of Perugia, big road 
hub 85 miles north of Rome and 
about 72 miles southeast of Flor- 
ence, was fighting with particular 
stubbornness. 

ASSISI CAPTURED 

Eighth Army troops driving to- 
ward the city from the east cap- 
tured Assisi, 12 miles away, and 
thrust on another four miles 
through Bastia. Assisi is noted 
as the birthplace of St. Francis. 
From the south Allied armored 
units captured San Martino Del- 
fico, less than three miles from 
Perugia. 

Heavy fighting was reported at 
Citta Della Pieve, 22 miles south- 
west of Perugia. Along the Adri- 
athic coast Allied forces captured 
Bellante, 14 miles southeast of 
Ascoli and only eight miles from 
the Tronto river. There was no 
Allied confirmation of a German
